EN. PRYCE, the English soldier 

of fortune, who marshaled an 

“army” of about one hundred 
men, which committed many depre- 
dations along the boundary line last 
spring, was ordered discharged by 
United States Commissioner Van 
Dyke on the charge of latceny yes- 
terday. 

The\ decision of the Commissioner 
was a disappointment to the Mexi- 
can government, most interested in 
having Pryce returned to that Re- 
public for trial, but the friends of 
tho raider expressed their pleasure tn 
m: unmistakable way, pressing for- 
ward to take him by the hand and 
congratulate him. Matiy members of 
his army were among the number. 

Commissioner Van Dyke said he 
would not attempt to review the evi- 
dence in the case, but he was of the 
opinion that a state of war existed 
in Mexico, and that the acts com- 
jiained of, so far as Pryce Was con- 
cerned, were in furtherance of a 
general movement to oust the Diaz 
gcvernment.
